Viroinia Batt.e Freips.—tThe bat- 
tle tields around Richmond are quiet 
meadows now, reclaimed by pature, 
with few signs of the days of “ blood 
and iron.” At Cold Harbor, Fair 
Oaks, Seven Pines and Malvern Hill,
